Danger to New Orleans. 
From the New York Herald. 

The wayward Mississippi, according to 
the New Orleans papers, is giving very strong | 
evidence of its intention to desert the Queen 
City of the South and seek a new outlet to the 
Gulf. itseems the Father of Waters is rap- 
idly cutting another channel, and that the 
entire waters of the Red River anda large 
portion of those of the Mississippi are now 
flowing through the Atchafalaya. Unless 
they can be arrested it is not improbable that 
New Orleans may be left in the 
near future stranded on a shallow stream. 
Observations at the mouth of the Red River 
go to show that where a bar existed a 
year ago there is now a depth of sixteen feet, 
running clear through to the Atchafalaya, 
seven or elght miles distant. This is a most 
remarkable change in so shortatime, andif 
the forces in operation continue the menace 
to the commercial supremacy of New Orleans 
will become asubject for serious considera- 
tion. History records several great natural 
changes and revolutions of this. character in 
the Old World, but they have reiuired cen- 
turies for their accomplishment. The great 
American river, however,is up with the age, 
and itis notimpossible thatit may do ina 
week or-a month what the sluggish waters of 
the other hemisphere have taken hundreds of 
years to work out.

“You have not forgotte proposed visit 
of the King of Siam to the United States last 
year, nor how suddenly that visit was post- 

oned. A great sorrow fellupon the King, 

u the death of the Princess, drowned in che 
River Chowpayal, eo remains were 
kept in state until last rch, when they 
were disposed of by cremation. These cere- 
monics are essentially the same from genera- 
tion to generation, because all is ordered to 
‘the done according to the ancient royal cus- 
tom.” 1 will not, therefore, send you an 
original one, but rely upon an account by the 
Rev. N.A. McDonald, in his little book, 
‘‘Siam: Its Manners and Customs ” 

The body ofthe Princess was embalmed, 
and then placed in a copper urn, in a sitting 
posture. This copper urn was placed inside 
a golden urn.These urns have openings at the 
bottom, so that bodies exposedin them be- 
core perfectly dry. The urn was placed on 
an clevated piatform. While it was being 
placed there conch-shell blowers and trum- 
peters were performing lustily on theirinstru- 
ments. This trumpeting is called the *‘invi- 
tation to the corpse to be seated on the plat- 
form.” 

W hen thus seated, all the insignia of royal- 
ty to which the Princess had been accus- 
tomed during her life were brought and ar- 
ranged in order at the foot ef the urn. The 
band of trumpeters came atearly dawn, at 
noon and at dusk, every day, to perform the 
funeral dirge. | 

There were also wailing women, who chant- 
ed the excelience of the “deceased. The wo- 
men spent an hour each dayinthis service; 
and in the intervals, « company of priests, 
seated upon a platform near the urn, chanted 
and recited moral lessonsin the Pali lan- 
guage. These services were kept up daily 
until the burning. 

In the mean time preparations were made 
for the erection of the temporary building 
for the cremation, which they call Pra 
Royal orders were sent to all the provi 
anc even to the tributary States w . 
timber grows, requiring them to furnish 
posts for the 7’ra mane, especially four enor- 
mous timbers which were to form the central 
pillurs of the building. Timbers which have 
once been used.in a Pru mane cannot be so 
used aguin; ali must be new. These large 
pillars were cut in the forest,’ dragged to the 
river by elephants, and floated down at high 
water te the capital. When they arrived at 
the city a general levy was made all over the 
country for workmen,and those huge logs 
were drawn upto the place mainly by hu- 
man strength. as it would be contrary to cus- 
tom to empfoy any labor-saving machine. 

Thev were dressed, ana then planted about 
30 feet deep in the ground, in the form of a 
square, about 160 feet in circumference. The 
lous inclined a little toward each other, 
forniing a kind of truncated pyramid having 
four sides. ‘Onthe top of these pillars was 
erected a pagoda-shaped spire, adding many 
more feet to the height. The spire was coy- 
ered with gilt paper, and at a distance looked 
like burnished gold. At each side of the 
central pyramid was erected a wing about 
40 feet long, and facing the four cardinal points 
of the compass, and each wing was also 
capped With a pagoda spire. Tne whole was 
covered with a basket-work of split bamboo, 
and this was concealed by gilt and tinsel paper 
and other sparkling ornaments, such as bits 
of giass, paper, and flowers. The building 
was surrouuded by a high bamboo fence, en- 
closing, perhaps, two acres of ground, and 
entered by large gates. 

On the west side of the Pra mane was the 
building for the hing and the royal family. 
The roof was made of crimson cloth, with gilt 
edges, and the sides were covered with cur- 
tains, Which tn front were draped gracefully 
to the posts. Ateach end of the comb of 
the roof was an oddly-shaped heru, Which 
is peculiar to royal buildiugs and temples. 
The ground of a partof the enclosure’ was 
covered with a split bamboo floor, neatly 
woven. Atthefoot ofthe Pra mane were 
artificial mountains, fountains, images, flow- 
ers, shrubbery, andeverv other thing the 
Siamese consider ornamental. 

Oi. tbe outside of the Pra mane enclosure 
were houses built for the princes, nobles and 
foreigners who wished to attend, and who 
were all entertained atthe royal expense. 
There were tables ‘set and regular meals 
served, with all the delicacies of the season; 
and vegetables, fruits, ice cream, cake, 
lemonade, and even wines and liquors for 
those who indulgein such sinful drinks. 

The ceremonies lasted for over a week, and 
there was rope dancing, jugglery, pantomime 
plays, side shows, feasting, praying, chant- 
ing, etc., all going onina jumble. At night, 
too, those brilliant fireworks, in which the 
Siamese excel, were touched off by the King 
himself, and were continued till a late hour. 


In the eenter of the Pra mane building was 
erected what may be called the Pra mane 
proper. _A floor was laid over the whole 
building, about twenty feet from the ground, 
and upon that fioor, directly under thetall 
spire, was erected an octagonal pyramid, 
about sixty feet in circumference, It dimin- 
ished, by right-angled gradations, to the 
height of about thirty feet, and terminated 
in a truncated top, where the urns are placed. 

Onan appointed day the royal remains 
were brougbt out in prucesston and put upon 
the Pra mane. The Governers of the prov- 
inces and the Kings of the tributary States 
are usually ordered to be present at the royal 
cremations. Early in the morning of the day 
of the procession the chief princes, nobles, 
rulers and offd@@rs assembled at the palace. 
The gojden urn containing the royal remains 
was placed on an elevated seat, upon a huge 
and Unwieldy car, drawn by two horses, 
ass®ted by crowds of men. The funeral car 
ws8 preceded in the procession by two others. 
ja the first sat the high priest of the kingdom 
alone, reading as he went the moral lessons 
from the sacred books, in the Pali lancuage. 
The second car was occupied by near relatives 
of the deceased. A stringof silver cloth about 
six inches wide extended from the vody of the 
high priest to the seat occupied by those in 
the hext cur, and thence to the funeral]

}car, Where it was attached tothe urn. This 
forms, they think, the mystical union be- 
tween the dead,the sacred books and the 
living. Intbe next car was the sandal wood 
for burning the corpse. These cars were all 
drawn by horses, assisted by scores of men. 
There were alsoin the procession many other 
cars, containing figures of lions, tigers, ele- 
phants and fabulous creatures, and upon the 
backs of all were placed piles of yellow 
cloths for the priésts. There were many 
boats placed on small wheels and drawn 
along, Which were alsoto be given to the 
priests. Infront and rear of the ¢ars were 
hundreds of men dressed in white. and hav- 
ing white turbans, terminating in a pagoda 
point, who represent the tarredairs or Budd- 
hist angels. When this procession arrived at 
the pra mane the urn was placed upon 
the latform. The | piece of  nar- 
row silver cloth already mentioned was 
attached to the urn and extended to the 
floor, and then out-of the east and west 
wings of the building to the steps, where the 
end rested on a pile of sacred books. High 
above the urn was suspendedsa golden can- 
opy, of that peculiar form for whichthe Si- 
amese are celebrated. Around and under the 
canopy were hung beautiful white, fragrant 
flowers, arranged in the form of chandeliers. 
Many real chandeliers were also suspended 
about the building, that it might be brilliant- 
lylightedup at night. There were side- 
lamps as well: and on tbe walls brackets and 
pictures, and many texts and proverbs in Si- 
amese, embroidered with black, on white 
silk and satin. These all looked very pretty 
in scrollwork frames. Priests came from all 
parts ofthe kingdom to chant prayers and 
recite moral lessons, and to have a sharein 
the gifts. 

It used to be the custom for all the mourn- 
ers to dress in white, and have their heads 
shaved; butatthis time there were many 
who wore black and did not shave. Others 
wore white, with a band of black at the 
sleeve. 

When the time came for igniting the fire 
the outer golden urn was removed, leaving 
the copper one. This was covered by a deli- 
cate, beautiful one made of sanalwood, in a 
sort of open wicker work. Spices and fra- 
grant flowers were strewn about the urn. All 
valuable and precious articles were removed 
from the platform; this was also lowered

n the wood was all abfaze; “Tne 
prinees and nobles were standing near, with 
ighted wax candles in’ their hands. Each 
in turn stepped up and piaced them upon the 
Par bs of. water were provided. and men 
with dippers ready to prevent. the. flames 
from rising too high and consuming the 
building.

hen the wodtl was fired the band struck 
up a funeral dirge and the women commenc- 
4 wailing. The corpse was burned the 
eighth day of the ceremonies, but these were 
still continued for four days after the burn- 
ing. The charred bones still remaining were 
collected, putintoa small golden urn and 
kept by the family. The present King has 
the bones of his ancestors for many genera- 
tions back preserved in this manner, and 
during one of the days of the present crema- 
tion these bones were brought out in pro- 
cession ; also a reputed tooth of Buddba. The 
ashes were also collected after the burning, 
and the next morning I saw the procession of 
gayly-decked boats which bore them down 
the river to scatter them over the water be- 
fore a certain temple. ; 

The cremation was a grand affair. The 
King outdid himself in lavish display and cdis- 
tribution of costly gifts. Some of the Amer- 
icans who were there say that the buildings, 
and the general display and arrangement of 
things reminded them more of a section of 
the Centennial than anything else they had 
seen. There were rooms filled with gifts for 
the priests—bottles, lamps, clocks, tables 
chairs, writing-desks, Japanese and Chinese 
cabinets, tea-sets, trays, boxes, fans, priestly 
robes, shoes, mats, umbrellas, teapots, lan- 
terns and glasses, bags and iron basins for 
holding the rice and fruit they beg from 
morning to morning. We laughed as we no- 
ticed among the gifts patent oil stoves from 

rica. The manufacturers: little dreamed 
they would ever be used in Siamese Buddhist 
monasteries to make tea for the priests. 

The gifts for foreigners also were of almost 
infinite variety and stvle, and most of them 
costly. Ido not think Bangkok has ever wit- 
nessed such a display before, and I bope she 
never will again. ‘The kingdom cannot afford 
such costly cremations. The present one is 
estimated to have cost from $50,000 to $100,000.

Some Tall Houses. 
From the New York-Sun. 

The tallest. private residence in New York 
will be ope now in process of erection for 
William Pickhardt, at Seventy-fourth street 
and Fifth avenue. It will be six stories in 
height, with a basement, a cellar and a sub- 
cellar, making nine stories between roof and 
foundation. To balance the height above the 
curb, 120 feet, there will be a breadth of 52 
feet and a depth of 125 feet. The depth be- 
low the curb is 26 feet. ‘The cost 1s estimated 
at $200,000. 

It is not known whether there will bea 
steam elevator in this house or not, but there 
are elevators in many private residences in 
this city. ‘There is an elevator running 
through four stories of the house that Wil- 
liam Kk. Vanderbilt is building on the north- 
west corner of Fifth avenue and Fiftv-sexond 
street. Elevators are in operation in the res- 
idences of J. Pierpont Morgan, Frederick ¥. 
Thompson, in Madison avenue; F. W. 
Stevens, Fifth’ avenue and Fifty-seventh 
street: J. A. Bostwick, Fifth avenue and 
Sixty-first street: E. N. Dickinson, in East 
Thirty-fourth street, and many others. 

There is no limit in law to the height or the 
depth to which buildings may extend, but the 
thicknose vf the walls must be suchas tose- 
cure adequate strength. Thereisa practical 
limit tothe depth of buildings inthis city. 
A very deep cellar willintime gather drain- 
ave from neighboring sewers. Nevertheless 
cavernous excavations of twenty-five feet 
depth are common. That isthe depth of the 
concrete foundation of the Astor estate build- 
ingnowin process of erection at Broadway 
and Prince street. The D. O. Milis building, 
in Broad street, willkave masonry founda- 
tions extending only from thirteen to seven- 
teen feet belowthe street level.

The Duke of Wellington.

The late Duke of Wellington only dis- 
played one characteristic of an Irishman—he 
loved land, and bovght it largely; in fact, it 
was found at his death that he owned much 
more than was’supposed. Events have 
proved that some other investments would 
have been more profitable. His eldest son is 
childless, and has for years lived very quietly, 
though not without the dignity becoming his 
rank, dividing his time between Strathfield- 
saye and Apsley House, London. Strath- 
fieldsavye is in Hampshire. It was a poor 
purchase made by the country after negotia- 
tions to buy Bramshell, a magnificent. old 
Elizabethan mansion,of which Charles Kings- 
ley, its neighbor, was an enthusiastic ad- 
mirer, felithrough. Strathtieldsaye lies in a 
hollow, and the drainage to make it healthy 
and other improvements cost the late Duke a 
fortune. It is alarge, plain George TE style 
of mansion, and, asthe Duke had a way of 
saying, “the rooms, you see, are comfortable, 
Sut not splendid.’’?’ He improved the whole 
estate immensely, and left all in first-rate 
order. The present Duke wil! probably leave 
a large sum in ready money. In early life he 
was reckoned a regular “rip,” and there 
were queer tales told of the penalty he paid 
for his temerity in entering a harem at Con- 
stantinople. He was accused of negiccting 
his wife, as his father had done before him, 
and was in very bad odor with the people of 
England, butin his latter days he has become 
quite rospectable. In appearance he is or- 
dinary and insignificant—a dilution of his 
celebrated sire. His grandfather’s title of 
Earl of Mornington devolved on him about 
twelve years ago, but without an acre of 
property, for the Marquis Wellesley got rid 
of all his patrimony, and much besides.

No humane person would 
like to inflict the slightest wound upon the 
most helpless of animals; but we make the 
life of animals subservient to our wants inthe 
matter of food and clothing, and we see no 
reason Why we should pot make the same use 
of them in the matter of health.

The South Carolina Style. 
From the Charleston News and Courier. ; 

Yesterday, in the neighborhood of Fruit 
Hill, Edgefield county, about ten miles 
north of this place, occurred a bloody and 
depiorable tragedy. Jesse W. Timmerman 
avd J. W. Buzzard were farmers on ad- 
joining plantations, and up to within the last 
twelve months past had lived with the best 
neighborly feeling. About August or Sep- 
tember of last year a difficulty occurred be- 
tween the two families about stock of the one 
breaking intothe field of the other, engen- 
dering a bitter feeling between them, and 
which culminated the ry 4 before yesterday, 
when Timmerman went before a Trial Jus- 
tice and swore out a warrant against the 
Buzzards. They were carried before Trial 
Justice Allen, at Fruit Hill, yesterday, and 
gave bondto keep the peace. During the 
trial Buzzard detected a pistolon the per- 
son of Timmerman, and declared his inten- 
ticn of having the law against carrying con- 
cealed weapons enforced against Timmer- 
man. After leavingthe Trial Justice all par- 
ties returned home and the storm seemed 


over. 

In the afternoon the Buzzards, father and 
son, with two of their neighbors, started on a 
squirrel hunt, their route being for a portion 
of the distance along the main road.. The 
young man carried a musket loaded with 
small snot and his father a double-barreled 
fowling piece. After going some distance 
along the road they came face to face with 
Timmerman, also armed with a double-bar- 
reled gun. Timmerman sprang behind the 
nearest tree, and aimed his gun at the eldest 
Buzzard. Young Buzzard, seeing his father 
in danger, fired at Timmerman, the shot tak- 
ing effect in the groin. This did not, howev- 
er, deter Timmerman from his purpose, for 
he fired almost instantly at the elder Buz- 
zard, who returned the fire, but without 
effect. Timmerman then turned and fired at 
voung Cyrus Buzzard. His first shot had 
thrown a load of slugs into the left breast of 
J. W. Bazzard, cutting in two the main 
artery, and causing his death in a few mo- 
ments. His second shot took effect in and 
broke young Buzzard’s thigh, inflicting prob- 
ably a mortal wound.

Alpine Climbing a Trade.

Alpine climbing has within the last twenty 
years become a science and atrade. Alpine 
clubs accumulate experience ‘which is at the 
disposal of all the world. They have their 
newspapers and their annual dinners and 
their monthly meetings. There are shops 
where every mountaineering requisite is sold, 
and so numerous -are the guides thatitis 
hard nowadays for even the best of them to 
make a living. These natives of the Alps 
make mountaineering easy. Thev. point out to 
us the safest roads, and warn us against the 
most dangerous rocks. They cut for the dar- 
ing adventurer a step in the ice slope, and 
after he has placed his foot in it they even as- 
sist his upward journey by a friendly push 
behind. Any danger of falling into a cre- 
vasse is avoided by the party being tied to- 
gether, and a precipice is brought within 


reach of the average tourist by arope lad- | 


der. Hence, unless the ascent is entirely a 
new one, there is_ realiy little danger 
to encounter. The ordinary moun- 
taineer climbs for pastime and 
for applause,and hejmust be‘a spiritiess caitiff 
indeed Who knows not the zest which such 
danger as the castial, but now and then in- 
evitable, avalanche imparts to whatis now 
one of the tamest, of sports. The Alpine 
climber, itis true, sometimes sets up claims 
to be reckoned among the pioneers of science. 
He now and then prints a dull drawing-room 
book, with pretty pictures, and fondly im- 
agines that he ranks with the Saussures, 
Tschudes, Schlan-Gentweits, Forbeses, Pay- 
ers, and Tyndalls, who were first attracted to 
the Alps by a love of what Bacon called 
‘‘natural knowledge.” But their work was 
carried on at elevations which the Alpine 
athlete would not condescend to visit, and 
where there is really less peril to an explorer 
than to a policeman inthe Seven Dials ona 
Saturday night. The people who insist on 
writing letters to the papers about the neces- 
sity of looking after these reckless folks waste 
their sympathy. The average Alpine tourist 
is perfectly able to take care of himself. When 
he foolishly courts danger, the verdict must 
be that after all hehas a right to choose his 
own way of making bis exit from a world in 
Which he cannot otherwise achieve distinc- 
tion. 


Barbaric Warfare. 
From the New York Times. 


The reported destruction by French troops 
of an Arab tomb in Algeria, greatly venerat- 
ed by the natives, is a curious example of the 
way in which wars are waged in semi-bar- 
barous countries. During the conquest of 
Central Asia the Cossacks were wont to stable 
their horses inthe sacred temples and in- 
closures, in order, as they said, to show the 
Turcomans that “their gods were no mateh 
for the god of the Russians.” The Enghsh,too, 
kept not a few wavering Sepoys totneir colors 
in 1857 by athreat of hanging them with 
pieces of beef in their mouths,the worst of al] 
impieties to an orthedox Hindu. The de- 
molition of the Algerian tombs is 
probably dictated by a similar 
policy, for it can harlly be supposed that 
any Gisciplined solver could wantonly com- 
mit a deed which will cause more excitement 
among the native tribes than the burning of 
adozen cities. So intense isthe s:persti- 
tious reverence of the Arabs for these tombs, 
whose low massive walls and round white 
domes are so marked a feature of North Afri- 
can svenery, thaton more than one occasion 
it has proved stronger than even their in- 
grained hutved of their conquerors. During 
the Khabyle war a French seout, hotly pur- 
sued by a band of Arabs, took refuge in the 
tomb of a native saint. Though its mouth 
was (uite open, the enemy made no further 
attempt to molest him beyond forming a cor- 
don round the tomb to starve him out, from 
which fate he was saved by the timely apriva!

ANDY BROWN’S CONTRACT. 


Comptroller Adreen Sends for the 
City Undertaker. 


_ a 


| A Good Deal of Talk but No Sworn 


Chargesas Yet. - 


The Old Grievance of a Coroner’s Ring 
Under Investigation. 


A good many. people about the City Hall 
have been wondering what Comptroller 
Adreon found to interest him in the society of 
undertakers. It has been nothing unusual to 
vo into that officer’s sanctum and find him 
very soberly to the _ dis- 
course of one of these gentlemen. This has 
been going on for some weeks, and the report 
has gotten out that an investigation of the 
relations between the Coroner’s ottice and the 
city undertaker is in progress. A reporter 
introduced the subject in the presence of Mr. 
Adreon this morning and:‘asked what it all 
meant. The Comptroller replied that no in- 
vestigation had as Yet been instituted. Sey- 
eral parties had come to him with statements 
in regard to the/Coroner’s office and the un- 
dertaker, and/ his reply had been that he 
could entexupon no official inquiry unless 


the assertions of fraud were swornto. If 
they would make oath to what they charged 
then he would have the matter thoroughly 
sifted. He had gone so far as to «juestion 
Undertaker Brown, with whom the city’s 
contract is made, respécting alleced viola- 
tions of the contract, and that gentleman had 
denied the charges very positively. Mr. 
Adreon said it was manifestiv impossible for 
him to go any further than this until 
something swornto gave him the founda- 
tion for an investigation. The Comptroller 
answered such questions as were asked.. but 
volunteered no information as to the merits 
of the case. Hesaid, when asked, that his 
attention had been drawn to the relations 
between the Coroner's office and Andy Brown 
by others as well as undertakers, As Comp- 
troller it was his duty to see that the city’s 
rights were protected and preserved in the 
fulfillment of the undertaker’s contract and 
in the accounts ‘of fees in the Coroner’s oftice. 
In performance of his duty he had listened to 
what citizens had to say, and his reply to al! 
had been that they must furnish him seme- 
thing in the nature of evidence before he 
could go any further. He had no information 
yetas to whether this evidence would be 
presented. 
ANDY BROWN. 

The black eyes of Andy Brown snapped 
when he was asked if he had heard his man- 
ner of fulfilling the contract of city under- 
tuker and his relations with the Coroner’s 
office were to be investigated. 

‘*‘Are there any charges?” he inquired. 

‘‘None sworn to in formal shape, but there 
is a good deal of talk.’’ 

a Vell, then I will say that if this talk takes 
such form that there can be an investigation 
I shall be only too anxious to have ene.” 

“Haven't you heard from Comptroller 
Adreon on the subject?” 

“Yes. He sent for me day before vester- 

y. 

**What was the drift of the interview?” 

“We talked about the city undertaking.”’ 

**Did he tell you that there were complaints 
against you?” 

*‘Only in a general way, bearing on the re- 
lations between the Coroner and my contract. 
I tried to find out if there were any 
specific charges. lf he knew of any he didn’t 
tell me, but talked about the matter in a gen- 
eral way. I reminded him that I took the 
contract at the present figures under protest, 
and said that if that contract was annulled I 
wanted a full public investigation. I said I 
wanted this anvway, if there were any charges 
pending. I tell you, sir, that since I took 
|hold of this job they cannot bring 

forward one single violation of the ordinance 
or contract, nor can they show a shadow of 
wrong in the relations between the Coroner’s 
oftice and myself. Iam perfectiy confident 
of my position and am not afraid of the result 
of any official investigation.” ' 

AT THE CORONER'S 

the threatened investigation is looked upon 
with serenity. Said Deputy Coroner Praedi- 
cow: 

‘*This is an old grievance. It goes back to 
1863. The other undertakers always look 
with suspicion upon the relationship between 
the city undertaker and the Coroner’s office, 
the Deputy Corener usually coming in for the 
most of it. It has been a standing charve that 
there was a ring; that the 
Deputy Coroner made use of his 
position to throw business to the city under- 
taker and that there was adivide. Tenor 
twelve years ago the city undertaker used to 
get $7 25 for each body and it was usort of 
political perquisite the Coroner had the dispo- 
sition of. Afterwards the contract was let on 
bids by the County Court. Now they have 
got the contract downto $2 45 for a corpse— 
that is, 45 cents for hauling to the Morcue, 
$1 45 for a coffin and $1 for hauling to 
the Potter’s Field. Two undertakers, 
Ganger and Ganzhorn, tried it at these 
figures and gave it up; afterthat Brown was 
induced totry it. There was a bill before 
the Council several years ago that would 
have put an end to all this trouble. It allow- 
edthe Coroner a horse and a dead-wagon to 
be driven by the Assistant Superintendent of 
the Morgue. This would bave done away 
with the city undertaker’s contract, but ! 
don’t know what became ofit. Dr. Frank, 
has a horse and buggy and I purchased a rig 
for myself, so that it could not be said 
I got any favors from any of these livery men. 
If there is to be any investigation you can set 
it down that the Coroner’s ottice, as managed 
by Dr. Frank, will come out unscathed.”
